death of dr. BEECHER. 

Died, in Brooklyn, on Saturday, Jan. 10, Lyman 
Beecueb, DJD., aged 87 years and 3 months. 

As we make this simple record, what a tide of 
memories sweeps over us !-memories of the time 
when we were but a boy, and Ifr. Beecher was our 
honored pastor and familiar friend. He was then in 
the zenith of his popularity and influence—the giant of 
the New England pulpit. We remember with grateful 
tears the growth of mind and heart which, at that sus¬ 
ceptible period, we experienced under his ministry 
His preaching in those days—it was while he was in 
Boston—was our constant delight, a never-failing incite¬ 
ment to high thought and noble living, an ever-burn¬ 
ing rebuke to every temptation that besets the patli of 
the young. For all this how great is the debt of grati¬ 
tude we owe him ! Nothing then was more striking 
in his ministry than tjie interest he manifested in the 
young men of his congregation, who not only revered 
him as a religions teacher, but loved him as a friend. 
We gratefully remember liis words of encouragement 
to us when, a poor printer’s boy, we first entered the 
editorial profession, and the considerate kindness with 
which, recognizing the nobleness of our aim, he gave 
our little enterprise the sanction cf his name and influ¬ 
ence, thereby almost ensuring its success. 

But in proportion to our love a.M veneration for Dr. 
Beecher was the sadness we felt when, at a later day, 
and contrary, as it seemed to us, to the great princi¬ 
ples which, under his ministry, we had learned to 
venerate as the substance of God’s will and the mea¬ 
sure of human obligation, he set himself in open hos¬ 
tility to the movement for the immediate abolition of 
slavery. The sturdy advocate of total abstinence from 
intoxicating drinks, the denouncer of duelling as a 
crime before God and man, the champion of the rights 
of the Indian, the preacher of a gospel which demanded 
immediate repentance of all sin, he yet rejected the 
plea of the slave for immediate emancipation, and 
ranked himself with those who held that slaveholding 
and Christianity were not necessarily oppugnant to 
each other. As President of Lane Theological Semi¬ 
nary he gave his sanction to a rule of the Trustees, 
enacted in obedience to a corrupt public sentiment, 
requiring the students to disband their anti-slavery 
society and cease tl^ir discussions of the slavery ques¬ 
tion. Nearly all the students, among whom were seve¬ 
ral from the South, refused the gag and left the institu¬ 
tion, which has not to this day recovered its prosperity. 
Gladly, in this hour, would we forget all this, but we 
see before us the manacled slave, reminding us of our 
duty to his sacred cause, the cause of truth, justice 
and humanity. And besides, the errors of great men, 
by which the multitude are mislefl to their undoing, 
should be recorded as a warning to those that come 
after them. The nation is to-day sufiering all the hor¬ 
rors of civil war because the leaders of the American 
Church, the Beechers, Wisners, Bvartses, Springs, etc., 
refused to heed the slave’s plea for deliverance, and 
bent their necks under the yoke of King Cotton. 

• Dr. Beecher, in spite of his great talents and noble 
qualities, fell into the too common mistake of regarding 
established religious institutions as identical with 
Christianity itself, and fidelity to them as loyalty to 
Christ. He mistook the clatter oi ecclesiastical ma¬ 
chinery for the rustling of the wings of the heavenly 
host. He saw the advancing dawn of the millennium 
in “ revivals of religion,” and would not have the

THE PROCLAMATION IE PHILADELPHIA. 

The celebration held by our friends in Philadelphia, 
we learn from private sourcoa aa well as from the 
papers, was a most interesting occasion. Owjng to the 
torrents of rain which fell daring the day and evening, 
the audience was but moderately large, but the speak¬ 
ing was of a most interesting and pleasing character. 
James Mott, the venerable President of the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Anti-Slavery Society, was Chairman, and the speak¬ 
ers were Robert Purvis, J. M. McKim, Alfred Green, 
Mart Grew and Lucretia Mott. Asa Hutchinson and 
his family were present, and added to the enjoyment of 
the meeting by singing several appropriate and moving 
songs. The Press contains an account of the proceed¬ 
ings, with reports of several of the speeches. That of 
Mr. McKim being the fullest, we transfer it to our 
columns. We hope next week to have more extended 
and correct reports of the others, as we are sure they 
will make good reading for The Standard. 

SPEECH OF MR. McKIM. 

Mb. Chairman : We are here to-night to celebrate the 
auspicious event that has ushered in the new year ; the 
most auspicious, on this continent at least, of the cen¬ 
tury. The ist of January, 1863, wiU be set down by 
the future historian as the complement of the 4th of 
July, 1776. What the Declaration of Independence was 
to the war of that period, the Proclamation of Free¬ 
dom, by Abraham Lincoln, is to this war. It marks 
the culmination of the revolution. It is an act which 
insures the continued progress of the movement, and 
makes retrogression impossible. We never, thank 
God, can go back to the old state of things—the state 
of things that existed when the Slave Power of the 
South, and their allies of the North, ruled over the 
country with a rod of iron. 

We are here, Mr. Chairman, for the purpose of mutual 
congratulations; to felicitate each other on the pleasing 
occurrence that fills all minds, and for the sake of our 
country, our cause, and our kind, to. rejoice and be 
exceeding glad. It is no part of our business to discuss 
on this occasion points on which there may be a differ¬ 
ence of opinion. We are not here to examine criti¬ 
cally, much less liypercritioally, the document that has 
brought us together; but receiving that illustrious 
paper for what it is worth—nothing more, of course, 
but certainly nothing less—to say of it what is meet; 
what the decencies of the occasion, and a proper regard 
for truth, may seem to require. 

Some will say : “ Your rejoicing is premature. The 
end is not yet. You had better wait till success shall 
have justified the measure you are celebrating. It is 
the end that crowns the work.” The same may have 
been said eighty-six years ago, when the immortal pro¬ 
clamation—the Declaration of Independence—went 
forth to the world the voice ot a new-born nation. 
When Hancock and Adams, PrankUn and Rush, and 
their associates were shaking hands in Independence 
Hall, felicitating each other on what had just trans¬ 
pired, and when the people outside, standing on the 
vopy ground we now ncciiDy. were rejoicing amid the 
ringing of bells and the booming of cannon, timid, unbe¬ 
lieving souls were doubtless saying : “ Not so fast; you 
are too sanguine; you know not what is before you. 
The thing is as yet a mere experiment; wait for some 
proof of its success before you begin to celebrate it.” 
Others- croakers then as now—sordid, selfish souls— 
with views circumscribed by tlieir own interest and 
ease, doubtless said: “ You have undertaken an impos- 
sibiUty You never can conquer m such a contest. 
You will have to make peace at last, and the sooner 
you do it the better. Propose an armistice and get th e 


They declared that ■■ an men were nom i 
equal, endowed by God with certain inalienable rights. | 
and, among them, life, liberty, and the pursuit ot hap-1 
pinesa.” These truths they fought to establish; but, 
after succeeding in so doing, lamentable to say, in an 
evil hoar, in a weak moment, they adopted a compact 
which put fresh rivets into the chains which held one- 
fifth of their own people in bondage. It will not do to 
say, they did not mean to do this; they did it. It t® 
not enough to say that they were compelled to it by 
the exactions of a menacing minority, and that it was 
intended merely as a temporary expedient, adopted to 
insure united effort against a foreign foe. The fact 
remains the same—they did it; and the temporary ex¬ 
pedient proved a permanent and paramount law, the 
consequence being that the 600,000 slaves of the coun¬ 
try have multiplied into more than 3,600,000. 

After our fathers had issued to the world their 
Declaration, the bell that hung in the dome over the 
building in which the immortal p'aper was adopted 
bearing the motto, ” Proclaim liberty throughout 
the land to all the inhabitants thereof,” became 
cracked—as if by the spirit of slavery—and made 
uttei ly unfit for its purpose. There it hangs, in yonder 
hall, a voiceless but speaking monument of a glorious 
and also of a ditgraoeful fact. It is a symbol— a striking 
symbol— striking in the fact that it cannot strike. 

Mr. Chairman, it would be a good idea, at this time, 
while we are correcting the errors of our fathers, to 
repair the breech in the bell. I propose, therefore, 
this being a proper occasion, that we have a new bell, 
made of the right stuff, with the ring of the genuine 
metal; that it shall bear the same glorious motto and 
be hung in the same dome, over the same old Hall of 
Independence, so that it may ring out in a glorious 
chime, “ Liberty throughout the land, and to all the inhabi¬ 
tants thereof.” 

Mr. Chairman, in noting the analogy between this 
and the former revolution, it is proper to say that this 
is not the first time that a parallel of this kind has 
been traced. From the beginning, the resemblance 
between the two movements has been a constant sub¬ 
ject of remark. When the anti-slavery ship was first 
launched—when its keel was laid—when the enter¬ 
prise was first- started, it was formally declared that 
the movement was but the conclusion of what our 
fathers had begun. 

In 1833 a delegated band of men—till then unknown, 
except in the person of their loader, and since then 
only known to be denounced—assembled in this city 
as a National Convention, to organize the anti-slavpy 
movefnent. They met in the Adelphi Building, in Fifth 
fttreei, below AValnut. President Green, of Oneida 
Institute, a learned man and an eloquent advocate of 
the cause, was chairman, and Lewis Tappan, then only 
known as the brother of Arthur Tappan, and John G. 
Whittier, a young poet, at that time without fame, 
were its secretaries. The Convention sat three days, 
during which they adopted a Declaration of Sentiments 
and a programme of measures which they published 
to the world, and from which allow me to read an ex¬ 
tract. I will say, in passing, that, as Thomas Jefferson, 
the apostle of the first revolution, drew up Us declara¬ 
tion of principles, so William Lloyd Garrison, tjm 
apostle of the second revolution, drew up this declara¬ 
tion. I quote: 

“ More than fifty-seven years have elapsed since a band 
of patriots convened in this place to devise measures for 
the deliverance of this country from a foreign yoke. The 
corner stone upon which they founded the Temple op 
Freedom was broadly this : ‘ That all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by their Creator with cer¬ 
tain inalienable rights; tliat among these are life, Liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.’ At the sound of their trum¬ 
pet-call three million of people rose np as from the sleep 
of death, and rushed to the strife of blood; deeming it 
more glorious to die instantly as freemen, than desirable 
to live-one hour as slaves. They were few in number- 
poor in resources; but the honest conviction that Troth, 
JtrsTioB, and Rioht were on their side, made them invinci- 


wbich, for its magnitude, solemnity, and probable results 
upon the destiny of the world, as far transcends theirs as 
moral truth does physical force. 

” In purity of motive, in earnestness of zeal, in decision

To the programme of measures 
here set forth we have adhered, without any essential 
variation. The result is before you ; we are here to¬ 
night to celebrate it. The final result has not yet 
come, but when that shall be reached it will not merely 
be the “ members and friends of the Pennsylvania 
Anti-Slavery Society,” but the people of the whole 
land, including especially the sable millions now in 
bondage, who will join in the jubilation, and swell the 
chorus till the vaults of heaven shall resound with joy. 

Mr. Chairman, I have just returned from the City of 
Washington. While there, I had the honor of an inter¬ 
view with the President, au honor for which I was 
indebted to the offices of the distinguished Senator 
from Massachusetts. In the course of conversation, 
the late eloquent speech of the Hon. John Bright, in 
behalf of America, came up as a topic. The President 
expressed great delight, and said he had been particu¬ 
larly struck with its-felicitous close. As a matter of 
rhetoric, he thought the last sentence was particularly 
beautiful, and he took up a paper and read it with evi¬ 
dent enjoyment. I took the liberty to say : 

“ Mr. President, that is - a beautiful senknee indeed, 
but, if you will allow me to say so, not any more beau¬ 
tiful than the closing sentence of your speech, nor cal¬ 
culated to give a thousandth part of the pleasure 
which that sentence is now imparting. I allude,.^f 
course, to the last sentence of your proclamation, in 
which you say : ‘ And upon this act,’ ” etc., repeating 
the sentence at length. The Senator from Massachu¬ 
setts joined heartily in the sentiment expressed, and 
the President gave another turn to the conversation. 

And now, Mr. Chairman, allow me to conclude with 
a word in reference to that same senknee. It is, 
though at the end, the key-note, as well as the crown¬ 
ing glory of the document. The phrases, " act of jus¬ 
tice ” and “ military necessity,” which are put in jux¬ 
taposition, show in their order the animus of the whole 
matter, and tell the entire story. The motive before God 
is the “ act of justice”; the legal justification before man 
is the warrant of the Constitution “ upon a military 
necessity.” It is a fitting conclusion of an illustrious 
state paper. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I will conclude these remarks 
with the President’s conclusion of his proclamation, 
knowing that you will join with all your hearts in the 
invocation contained in its last clause : 

“ And upon this act, sincerely believed to be an act of 
justice, warranted by the Constitution, upon a military 
necessity, I invoke tbo considerate judgment of mankind, 
and the giacious favor of Almighty God.” 

' At A Stated Mebtinq of the Philadelphia Female 
Anti-Slavery Society, held January 8th, 1863, the fol¬ 
lowing preamble and resolutions were unanimously 
adopted:

1863, proclaim that all persons held as 
slaves within the States of Arkansas, Texas, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, North Caro¬ 
lina, and Louisiana, with the exception of certain parishes, 
and Eastern Virginia, with the exception of eertain Conn- 
tie^ jre lyajt henceforward shall be free, and that the 
’ExSoutfveTOyernment of the United States, including the 
military and naval authorities thereof, will recognize and 
maintain the freedom of said persons: therefore, 

Resolved, That we hail, with unutterable joy and grati¬ 
tude, the day of jubilee which has dawned on the Ameri¬ 
can nation, and the emancipation of milUous of American 
slaves, in whose behalf this association has, for thirty 
years, hopefully labored; and as we have sympathetically 
entered into their sufferings, and borne their burdens, we 
are now partakers of the joy with which, casting off their 
broken fetters, they arc rising new horn and exultant into 
a life of freedom. 

Resolved, That in the enfranchisement of these millions, 
and in the signs of the times, which distinctly indicate the 
speedy abolition of slavery in the remaining portions ot the 
Union, we foresee the eonsammation ot our work, the frui¬ 
tion of our hopes, and find for all our toil and sacrlflee 
glorious “ recompense of reward.”

*^®hdition op the Released Slaves near the Army of 
THE West.—T he Cincinnati Gazette gives a deplorable 
account of the condition of the rnnavstay and released 
slaves on the rivers below. It says the number of 
Mlored persons at tlie-different stations from Cairo to 
Helena, and including there, with Corinth and Grand 
Junction, is thought to he from 15,000 to 20,000, ; 
although it is constantly varying at each point. When 
the rivers rise and our gunboats and armies ascend 
them into the interior, the number must be largely 
increased. A large proportion of these are old and 
' F v,'"’ women and young children, a large portion 
of the able-bodied negroes being taken into the interior 
whenever our armies approach. Government has done 
? ji,'*' t® provide for their wants, but they are 
huddled in barracks and sheds, built of green timber, 
which, from its shrinking, leaves them greatly exposed 
to the cold, and with but a scanty supply of clothing 
and bedding. The Gazette says : 

The government supplies them with .rstlons, but 
unless they can be furnished to some extent with 
vegetable food, the worst forms of disease may be 
expected to sweep them away. The government has 
forwarded the funds needed to pay those employed, 
and yet it is stated that the men in some cases have 
labored from two to seven months without receiving 
anything, though the money was in the payraa-ster’s 
hands. In other cases it is declared that the subordi¬ 
nate overseers cheat the negroes ih the pay-roll, draw¬ 
ing, for instance, a full month’s pay from the govern¬ 
ment and handing over to the negro laborer only for a 
few days’ work. In addition to this, they are subjected 
often to more brutal treatment from drnnkeu subordi¬ 
nates than they had from their old overseers of the 
plantation. They are kicked, cufled and knocked down 
without provocation and with no redress. The eondi- j 
tion of these poor wretches under such men may be ] 
seen from a statement in regard to them at one point, ] 
made by two witnesses independent of each other. At ] 
one of our military stations below, during the recent ] 
rebel raids, about seven hundred negroes had come in, ] 
filing from the advance of the rebel troops. These ; 
were huddled into an old stable, with nothmg to lie or ; 
sit upon, with no fire, with little clothing, no blankets, ] 
and for nmre than twenty-four hours without food. ] 
Here wer^ the old, the infirm, the sick women and ] 
small children, after the fatigue and terror of their ] 
flight, herded in this old stable, with less care and ] 
fewer comforts than the brutes. At the same point, ] 
others were in the open air, with no shelter, hovering i 
around such fires as they could keep alive, which the 
first shower would extinguish. And this in the Winter ] 
and on a soil whose surface every rain covers with ] 
pools of water. The want of shelter, of clothing, of bed- j 
ding, of proper food even, will send them to the grave ] 
by hundreds before spring, unless relieved. Now, ] 
when it is considered that every day will add thou- ] 
sands to the number of those along the Mississippi and ] 
its tributaries, it is easy to see the bearing which this ] 
condition will have on the question of emancipation, ] 
and that it behooves every friend of the government to ] 
aid in devising speedily some efficient system by which j 
these helpless ones may be reserved from brutality ] 
and placed at least in the hands of their friends.” ] 

Influx op Contrabands in North Carolina. —A New j 
England officer, writing. from Plymouth, N. C., speaks ; 
as follows of the influx of contrabands, and of the ’ 
scarcity of salt among the rebels : “ There are or have ^ 
been over six hundred contrabands whom we have had ] 
to feed. I shipped to Newbern yesterday and the day 
before, about four hundred of them, which has relieved 
us very much. They come into our lines every day, 
more or less, and we have to feed them.’’ 

Hiqoinson’s Black Bbioadb.—T iffany and Co., New 
York, have completed a handsome flag, to he pre¬ 
sented to the negro brigade of South Carolina, of 
Which Col. T. W. Higginson’s regiment is the nucleus. 
The flag is a beautiful national banner, inscribed, “ 1st 
Regt. S. C. Volrs.—God gives liberty to all.” The 
staff, which is of ebony, is silver mounted, with a 
silver spear at the top. The large stiver hand-band 
bears the following inscription : “ Presented to the Ist 
S. C. Volunteers by a daughter of Connecticut.” The- 
flag was made at a cost of $ 100 , and will be forwarded 
to Port Royal by the first transport which leaves for 
that place. 

The PnocLA.MATiON among the Slaves.—A corres- ; 
pendent of the Watertown (Wis.) Democrat, writing ; 
from Helena, Ark., relates the following incident: 
While at Montgomery several hands came on board, 
among them a pretty sharp negro, who was brought 
into the cabin in presence of the officers, and interro¬ 
gated as to what he knew about the rebels, etc. Among 
other things ,they asked him why he run away and 
lefthU maste"!’? He said, four niggers run down to 
the boats the day before, and he went to a neighboring 
plantation to see his sweetheart, and it was three 
o’clock in the morning when he returned. His mas¬ 
ter accused him of trying to run away too and failing, 
and he should give him a hundred lashes in the morn¬ 
ing. He said he had intended to stay till the first of ( 
January, and quit honorably with his master, but 1 
when he heard the sentence he thought he had better i 
square accounts and leave that night. j 

“ What do you mean. Jack, by the first of January ? ” : 
“ 0 , the niggers all gowin to be free then.” 

“ Ho w did you learn that ? ” 

“ When the gentlemen come to maasa’s, they talk 
about it, and the house servants hear it.” 

“ Do the negroes on the other plantations generally 
understand this ? ” 

“ Yes, sir, they all do.” 

“ When did you hear of these men talking about 
such things last ? ” 

“ Three or four nights ago.” 

“ What did they say then ? ” 

“ They said they were going to have a meeting 
down to Jackson, and have a stop put to this war, kase 
they are paying all their money, and would lose all 
their niggers, and twouldu’t mount to noffln.” 

“ ire all the negroes loyal? ” 

“ No, sir ; sometimes they go out for spies.” 

He stated that they had eighty negroes, and one that 
his master sent out as a spy. He said the other 
negroes got him into their quarters to play cards; 
kicked up a fuss, and pounded him so that he couldn’t 
go again very soon. 

From Newbern, N. C.—A correspondent of the Bos¬ 
ton Traveller at Newbern, N. C., writes the following 
concerning a negro school at that place : 

“ I have just visited a negro school. I never had 
such hard work to control my risibles in my life, 
■rhere sat along the sides of the room, all in one class, 
little girls of five years and men of forty—each equally 
advanced in their studies. Of course, their curiosity 
was excited to see the stranger. So, occasionally, 
they looked up, which called forth from the old man 
in charge the admonition, ‘ Confine yersels to yer 
buks. Sam, keep yer eyes on yer knowledge buks. 
Mias Susan, stop dat, or I’ll give yer de cowskin ’cross 
yer legs,’ and other equally gentle corrections. I- 
heard them read ; and as they were standing up in 
rows, without regard to height or age, reading in eoa- 
cert (?) interspersed with the old man’s scowls over 
his big brass spectacles, and his threatenings with the 
cowskin, I could not resist an involuntary smile.” 

A Word from Columbus, Ky.—A correspondent, writ¬ 
ing to us from Columbus, Ky.. describes his visitations 
among the colored people of the neighborhood, five 
hundred of whom he found quartered in a long stable, 
presenting a great number of little groups, each oyer 
a fire, cooking rations. He says : 

“ It is amusing to hear the discussions among the 
men on the subject of their present distressed condi¬ 
tion. One says, ‘ Bredren, we’s come to de Red Sea, 
dat is jes where we am : de ’Giptians is behind ns, de 
river is afore us ; now what we wants is de rod. Dat ; 
is de prayers of Christians to take us over de river. 
Unbelief is great, but God will speak by-and-by through 
Massa Linkum, and say, Go forward—Aea we’ll march. 
We must have patience.” 

It will gladden the hearts of these humble men to 
know that, at length, God has spoken through Mr. Liu- 
cohi, saying, “Let my people go.” May God have 
them in his holy keeping '.—Independent.

Massachnsetts Anti-Slavery Society will be held in Boston 
on Thuesdat and Friday, January 29th and 30th (day and 
evening), commencing at 10 o’clock, a.m. 

This Society was organized for the utter abolition of 
slavery throughout the United States. However great has 
been the change wrought in public sentiment in favor of 
that godlike object—and it has been truly marvellous, in 
view of the mountainous obstacles in the way of success; 
however effectual may be the President’s Emancipation 
Proclamation in breaking the chains of tho bondmen in such 
rebellious sections of the country as he has just designated 
—and Heaven grant it may be as potent in operation as It 
is comprehensive in its scope; nevertheless, nothing at 
this hour is settled so surely as the continued enslavement 
of four million of the inhabitants of the land ; and while 
any of these remain to wear the yoke, the primary object 
and specific work of this Society will not have been accom¬ 
plished. Slavery in the so-called Border States is as inex¬ 
cusable, as criminal, as revolting, as unendurable, as preg¬ 
nant with evil and min, as in the rebellious Confederate 
States, and must he as vigorously and nncomproinisingly 
assaUed, until liberty is proclaimed “ throughout all the 
laud, to all the inhabitauts thereof.” 

The approaching anniversary promises to be one of sur¬ 
passing interest; and it is not doubted that the friends of 
universal emancipation, in the various stciions of the Com¬ 
monwealth (and, it is hoped, beyond the limits of the 
State), will be encouragingly represented on the occMion. 
As hitherto, an additional attraction wiU be presented m 
t'lc holding of the National Anti-Slavery Sossowftion 
Anniversary on the evening (Wednesday, Jan. 28tii) pre¬ 
ceding the opening session of the Society.
